Dear David:

I have reviewed the above completion report by Bechtel Environmental dated May 8,
1996 (received May 10, 1996) and the associated oversight report from ABB Environmental
Services dated July 26, 1996 (received July 30, 1996). I note that the purpose of the ABB report
was to provide oversight for the interim removal action which was performed by Bechtel
Environmental Inc. The ABB report indicates that the removal action met the objectives of the
interim measure and I generally agree with this conclusion; however, the following points need to
be addressed before final approval can be considered:

1. On page 8 of the Bechtel report it is stated that the confirmatory samples were obtained
based on consideration of former high levels of contamination. In my letter of July 26,
1996, I noted the need to judge the number and location of confirmatory samples on the
methods in the referenced book by Richard O. Gilbert. Please address the reasoning for
the determination of the location and number of samples that were obtained.

2. Aquatec Laboratories, the laboratory which conducted the confirmatory analyses for
PCBs, apparently does not possess a Florida COMPQAP. In April, I informally discussed
with you that the originally-proposed laboratory, “Inchscape”, from the same city
(Colchester, VT) also did not possess this qualification. Please confirm the laboratory and
its Florida approval status.

; As stated in my letter of July 26, 1996, please furnish a properly signed and sealed
certification by a Florida Registered Professional Engineer that the cleanup goals for the
project were achieved.
